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| FOUGHT AT THE FERRY. 


Sheriff R. C. Allen and 
Deputies Fired On by | 
Fishermen. 


stable Ahlfeldt Probably 
Killed--Henry Beckman 
Mortally Hurt, 


Deputy Sheriff Garrett Slightly Wounded 
—Ferryboat Thieves Resist Arrest and 
Reply to Warrants With Lead—A 
Bloody Encounter at Musick’s Ferry, 
St. Louis County, This Morning—The 
Kunz Brothers and One Hellman Resist 
Warrants for Their Arrest—They Are 
Charged With Stealing a Ferryboat—De- 
tails of the Encounter. 


Mayor Charles Costello of Florissant, St. 
Louis County, came into the city this morn- 
ing. He brought some facts ofa bloody en- 
counter between Sheriff R. O. Allen of St. 
Louis County, Deputy Sheriff Charles OC. 
Garrett, Constable Albert Ahlfeldt of Central 
Township, John Monahan, a Musick’s 
Ferry boatman and five fishermen. Just be- 
fore I left Florissant this morninff,’’ said 
Mayor Costello, Deputy Sherig Garrett ar- 
rived from Musick’s Ferry in Sheriff 
Alien’s rig. He had deen shot in the 
forehead and in the left arm. The wound 
on his head was slight, the ball having passea 
along beneath the skin of the forehead. The 
wound in his arm was not serious. Gar- 
rett says ‘that this morning he went 
with Sheriff Allen and Ahlfeldt to Mu- 
sick’s Ferry to serve a warrant I 
had made out eight or ten days ago for the ar- 
rest of three fishermen—two brothers by the 
name of Kunz and one Hellman for stealing a 
horse-power ferry boatused atthe ferry and 
owned by Capt. Smith. The ferry 
was taken to the place last winter 
by Smith and put in service 
but he had not been using it long when it was 
stolen and taken over to the St. Charlies 
County side bythe brothers Kunz and Hell- 
man, who are vagabond fishermen. Smith 
recovered his boat and worked it until three 
or four weeks ago, when it was 
again stolen. He applied to me for a warrant 
for the arrest of the men and I issued it. I sen 
it to Sheriff Allen, and heard no more from 
the matter untilthis morning, when Garrett 
came into Florissant wounded and bloody. 

GARRETT’S STORY. 

„Garrett said that at Musick’s Ferry they 
left their team and employed a boatman, John 
across to the St. 
Charles County side, where the ferry was 
lying. As they approached the boat they 
were cautious fearing there would be some 
shooting but Hellman appeared on the bank 
and motioned for them to come on shore. 
They landed, and, feeling perfectly safe, 
walked up the shore to where Hellman was 
standing. There were four men standing back 
of Hellman at some distance. They did not 
appear unfriendly. Garrett, when he got 
close to Hellman, drew his pistol and at the 
same time said: ‘You are my prisoner.’ At 
that Hellman fell upon hisknees and shouted 
„Are! The four fishermen back ot 
him—two of whom are thought to be the 
Kunz brothers—blazed away at Garrett and 
his companions. Garrett returned the fire, 
and they fired another volley. The 
Deputy Sheriff fired three shots at them 
and does not think he hit them. He turned 
about as he fired the second shot and saw Ahl- 
feldtfall. He does not know how badly 
be was hurt. He thinks he was 
killed. Monahan was shot in the 
bowels and Garrett did not know what be- 
came ofhim. Hesaw nothing of Allen and 
did not know whether he was killed or not. 
Garrett ran away after he saw his 
companions were hurt. He ran up 
the shore to where the fisher- 
men lived and got one of their women to row 
him across the river. There he got Sheriff 
Allen’s rig and drove to Florissant to have 
his wounds dressed. That is all of the story I 
gathered before I ieft.’’ 

An attempt was made to reach Garrett at 
Florissant, but a reply to a message sent thére 
was to the effect that he had goneto Clayton. 
Sheriff Allen, it was rumored in Florissant, 


had not been killed, but had escaped unhurt 


from the fray and had gone to St. Charles for 
help. 

Musick's Ferry is the end of the Halls Ferry 
road leading out of 8t. Louls through Baden. 
It is on the Missouri River, near St. Charles 
and opposite St. Charles County. 

Garrett could not be found at Olayton, and 
no reply to a message sent to him there could 
be obtained. 

Later it was learned at Florissant that Henry 
Beckman was the name of thé boatman 
who was shot. Monahan escaped with 
out injury. Herowed Beckman to Musick’s 
Ferry and there obtained a wagon ln which to 
carry the wounded man to St. Louis. When 
he was placed in the wagon it was learned he 
could not stand the journey over the rough road 
to the city, and a messenger was dispatched 
to Fiorissant for a physician. Dr. Tandy drove 
down to the ferry in response to the call. 
Nothing was known at the ferry of 
Abifeidt’s fate and it is believed there 
that he was killed. Allen, it was said, had 
gone to Portage, a small place within a mile 
or two of the scene of the shooting. 

Deputy Sheriff Garrett's wife is dangerously 
sick at Clayton. It is not known there where 
Allen is.

ROCHEFORT AND THE ANARCHISTS.

HARTINGTON AND HOME RULE. 
DUBLIN, May 80.—At a Unionist meeting

Onthe contrary, the writer 
thinks that it will lead to a definite and pacific 
arrangement between England and Russia for 
the formation ofa complete International rail- 
way system, and that communication 
with Central Asia would be at- 
tended with great advantage to Rus 
slan trade. Gen. Vanouski, Minister 
of War, received a telegram from the Gov- 
ernor of Turkestan stating that an immense 
concourse of Russians and natives had as- 
sembied at Samarcand to witness the opening 
of the railway and that the event. was re- 
garded as the beginning of a new era of peace 
promising the development of agriculture 
throughout the provinces. It wastaken as a 
fresh evidence of the Ozar’s solicitude for the

Asia.

Heis not 
only one of the three federal generals who 
managed to see the close of the 8 with 
untarnished laurels, but he 8 the 
youngest of the trio, and it would 
not be exaggerating his merits to say 
that he was in many respects equal to 
either of the others, for what Sherman and 
Grant lacked Sheridan possessed, and without 
his brilliant co-operation the dismal war 
might have dragged on some time longer, 
though it is scarcely within the bounds of 
possibility that it could have ended otherwise 
than it did.“ 

The article carefully summarizes Gen. Sheri- 
dan’s career as that of one of the most brill- 
lant soldiers of modern times and compliments 
him highly for following Sherman’s example 
in rigidly withholding from politics. It closes 
ey 8a ing: ‘*Brilliancy, indeed, has been 
Sheridan’s leading characteristic. But mili- 
tary critics, such as Budeau and Gen, 
Grant himself, valued quite as highly 
his determination and readiness of device, his 
personal courage, sympathetic power and 
strategic ability. His fine presence in battle 
fired his soldiers, though his prudence had 
little of the Celt in its composition. As Livy 
said of Hannibal, ‘nothing which was going 
on among the enemy escaped him.“

erceived in the rudence with which 

e controlled the Indians, and his firm 
avoldance of political baits which proved so 
fatally attractive for some of his brother 
officers, that they had not mistaken the solid 
qualities of the man who, like the Carthagin- 
lan soldier, from his very first arrival drew 
the eyes of the whole army upon him.

TO CROWDED HOUSES. 


THE GLOVER-LANCASTER LIBEL SUIT ro- 
NISHES ATTRACTION TO-DAY. 


Attorney Laughlin Keeps Congressman 
Glover on the Stand All Day—A Deter- 
mined Attempt te Badgerthe Witness, 
Through Which Mr, Glover Comes With 
Flying Colors—Scenes in the Court—An 
Angry Outburst—Adjournment Until To- 


Morrow. 


The crowds that throng Judge Valliant’s 
court-room, where the Lancaster-Glover 
$150,000 damage suit is being tried, increase 
rather than diminish from day to day, and 
the sparring between Oongressman Glover, 
who still retaing the witness stand, and his 
cross-examiner, Judge Laughlin, is followed 
with the greatest interest. The witness has 
had the best of the cross fire thus far, largely 
owing to his coolness, while Mr. Laughlin 
does not always preserve his temper. The 
latter was visibly put out to-day by 
the replies of Mr. Glover, and once 
half-appealed to the Court that the witness 
be less evasive, or ‘‘dodging,’’ as he termed 
it. Little was done yesterday afternoon be- 
yond the arguments of attorneys as to the 
admission of testimony, and the examination 
of the witness as to certain real estate trans- 
fers made by him. Mr. Dyer continues to re- 
lieve the monotony by occasional good- 
natured sarcasm. 

THE TESTIMONY. 
When court met at 10 o’clock this morning, 


Mr. Glover was questioned by Mr. Laughlin 
concerning his acquaintance with Martin B. 
Killian aed the letters that had passed be 
tween them. These letters had probably 
been received bétween the last part of Janu- 
ary and the middie of April, 1886. Wit- 
ness had met Killian in St. Louis after the 
letters had been written. Referring to 
copies of them produced by Mr. Laughlin, 
he then went on to relate in a general 
way how he had replied to them, but 
presently said he preferred the letters them- 
selves should be produced. 

Did you ever inquire of Goedde,the hatter, 
ifthis man, Killian, had presented him with 
a forged check in the name of Mr. Lancaster?“ 
queried Mr. Laughlin. 

No, I never did. 

Witness had heard many years ago that 
Killian was Lancaster’s brother-in-law. Kil- 
lian had told witness that he was Samuel J. 
Tilden’s right hand man. Mr. Laughlin then 
produced Killain’s letter to the witness, in 
which the former said he himself for 
five years had waged a fight among the toughs 
of Tammany Halil not unlike that which Mr. 
Glover had been waging. Witness went on to 
say that all this correspondence was voluntary 
on Kitlian’s part, and repeated that he had 
first met him in St. Louis after the letters had 
been written. Killian had most assuredly 
never asked witness for money, 
either directly or indirectly. From 
recollection he remembered that Killian had 
written, wanting to go to Chicago, where he 
expected to see Keating. Killian had posi- 
tively not received money from him to make 
this trip, nor was witness aware that proof of 
what Killian had gone in search of—Lancas- 
ter’s defamation--had not been found. 

Mr. Laughlin then insisted that witness 
should tell him something about Killian’s 
character, finally asking: ‘‘Do you know the 
meaning of the word ‘heeler?’ ’’ 

es, and I think you do pretty well.“ 

Mr. Laughlin then pushed Mr. Glover hard 
in an endéavor to extract from him his exact 
definition of ‘‘heeler,’’ but with in- 
different success. Witness thought ‘‘heeler’’ 
meant ‘*heeler’’ and nothing else, 
and did not necessarily involve op- 
probrium. The opening letter of Killain to 
Glover was then quoted, Mr. Laughlin insist- 
ing from the construction of the phraseology 
thatthe writer applied the term ‘‘heeler’’ 
to himself, and Mr. Glover declaring 
it meant the writer was known among Lan- 
caster’s heelers, where they did their drink 
ing on Easton avenue, avery different thing. 
Witness admitte@ that he had taken no par 
gd pains to ascertain the character of Kil- . 
ian. 

Mr. Glover was then shown an ſuterview ap- 
pearing in the PostT-DISPATCH of March 30, 
1887, and did not remember that he had either 
written it out himself or taken it to the paper 
for publication. Witness did not remember 
having written anything for the Post-Dts- 
PATCH inthe form of an interview with him- 
self that had been rejected. 

Mr. Laughlin: I intend proving that you 
wrote a basketful of such communications to 
the PosT-DISPATCH that were denied publica- 
tion. Now did you not write such letters?’’ 

„A basketful?’’ 

Witness then went on to say that it was pos- 
sible a communication of his had been treated 
in this manner, but unless a specific case was 
mentioned he could not recall it. Mr. Glover 
was then Dadgered a good deal by the cross- 
examiner about an interview witness did not 
remember having bad, Mr. Dyer objecting. 

Mr. Laughlin: ‘‘Il expect to prove by Bain, 
the POST-DISPATCH correspondent, that the 
interview of August 6, 1886, was correct. If I 
can manage to bring this witness to Missouri 
I expect to show that when Mr. Glover denies 
having had this interview he swears falsely.’’ 

Mr. Laughlinthen insisted on reading the 
interview piecemeal, all of which Mr. Glover 
denied as having emanated from him. Wit- 
ness was then questioned about the law 
governing preferredcreditors, and whether he 
was not aware that Mr. Lancaster in 
1874, 1878 and 1876 was warranted 
in making transfers of property to pay 
off private debtors first. Witness stated that 
he had examined the records in the matter in 
order to ascertain whether Lancaster was 
morally warranted in making the transfers, 
and concluded that he was not.

pressed the witness closely on Lancaster’s 
connection with the company’s funds, and 
Mr. Glover was handed Lancaster’s own dep- 
osition in the case.

TEARS AND FLOWERS. 


GENERAL-OBSERVANCE OF MEMORIAL DAT 
IN ALL THE STATES. 


Business Suspended Nearly Everywhere—The 
Dead Heroes of the Late Civil War Re- 
membered—President Cleveland Reviews 
the Great Procession in New York—The 
Exercises at the National Capital. 


NEw Tonk, May 30.— Decoration Day opened 
cloudy and warm and the sky had a threaten- 
ing appearance the greater part of the day. 
Business was almost entirely suspended, the 
banks were closed and the custom-house and 
post-office was only open fora few hours for 
the entry and clearance of vessels. The city 
bore a holiday appearance, the flags flying at 
half-mast from the public and many private 
buildings. Many statues in and about the city 
were decorated with flowers and flags. 
The sport-ioving patrons attended ath- 
letic games, base ball, horse races, 
regattas and other amusements, of which 
there was an abundance, The procession was 
one of the largest and most successful that has 
ever turned out on a similar occasion, and 
thousands from all parts of the city thronged 
the sidewalks on either side of the line of 
march, and the large plazas in Madison and 
Union Squares through which it passed. 

President Cleveland, who reviewed the pro- 
cession, rose at 7 o’clock this morning, break: 
fasted with Secretary Whitney and his fami- 
ly at the Whitney mansion on Fifth 


avenue, where he spent the night. At 9:10 
o’clock the President, accompanied by J. C. 
Limbeck, Chairman of the G. A. R. Memorial 
Committee, entered an open carriage and 
were driven to the head of the procession on 
Fifth avenue. Following in other carriages 
were Secretary Endicott, ex-Mayor Grace 
Secretary Fairchild, Secretary Whitney and 
Private Secretary Lamont. A Citizens’ Com- 
mittee under command of Gen. Curtis and the 
Old Guard, commanded Maj. McLean, 
acted as escort to the President and party. At 
9:20 o’clock the procession started down Fifth 
avenue. The presidential party alighted op- 
posite the reviewing stand on Madison Square 
and took the places reserved for them. As 
the President appeared on the stand he was 
greeted by cheers from the throngs of peuple 
that filled the square. The President cowed 
several times in response. He then shook 
hands with several reporters and told them 
he felt well. ‘‘I hope to return to Washing- 
ton to-night,’’ he said to them, as I have 
business of importance to look after.’’ 

The First Brigade, N. G. 8. N. T., com- 
manded by Gen. Louis Fitzgerald. acted as 
escort tu the Grand Army of the Republic and 
Was the next to pass. The Richmond Grays 
accompanied the Ninth Regiment. As they 
passed the President every man saluteu and 
their colors were dipped. The President 
bowed several times in response und the 


Grand-Marshal Loeser, who rode at the head 
ofthe G. A. R. Posts, was accompanied by 
Buffalo Bill. 

There were fifteen divisions of Grand Army 
posts. All of them saluted the President. 
There were three colored posts, every man of 
which raised his hut as he pussed 
the President. Accompanying Naval Post 516, 
G. A. R., was a wagon on which was mounted 
a miniature man-of-war. As it passed 
the President three salutes were fired. 
The floral division was the last in the proces- 
sion. In this there were forty large wagons 
and trucks filled with flowers to be 
— whe on soldiers’ graves in neigh- 

or ing cemeteries. In this division were also 
several wagons filled with school chil- 
dren. Preceding the floral division 
was the American Flag Legion, each 
man in which carried an American flag. An- 
other feature of the procession was a mounted 
band of 100 of Buffalo Bill’s Indians.

A PARADE IN WHICH 40,000 MEN WILL 
. PARTICIPATE. 


The Arrangement of Divisions and Route of 
the Procession on the Opening Night of 
the National Democratic Convention— 
The Grand Concert at Convention Hall 
Next Saturday Evening—Arrival of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms—The Vest Club Open- 
ing. 


The Executive Committee of the Citizens’ 
Entertainment Committee met this morning at 
Convention headquarters and appointed sub- 
committees to take charge of delegations on 
their arrival in this city. Tue list of commit- 
tees will be completed this atter- 
noon. Grand-Marshal John I. Martin 
reported that he would order his 
arrangement of the line for the parade as soon 
as he could obtain the necessary information 
concerning the organizations participating in 
the procession onthe opening evening of the 
convention. Later to-day be decided on the 
following divisions: Chief of Police Huebler 
will lead the line in command of the entire 
mounted police force uniformed for dress 
parade. 

The Grand Marshall, staffand aids, not yet 
appointed, will follow. The first division will 
be in command of Col. John H. Cookson and 
will be composed of military organizations 
accompanied by the Armory band. Of the St. 
Louis militia, Companies A, E, F, and G will 
beinline. The Emerald Cadets, the Walsh 
Zouaves and the Henry Cadets will also par- 
ticipate. The Marmaduke Guards of Kansas 
City have also notified Grand Marshal Martin 
that they will bein line. Chairman Rainwater 
and Grand Marshal Martin are in telegraphic 
correspondence with several organizations 
which will probably participate. 

Maj. M. Griffin, Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
Sixth Regiment of the Select Knights, will be

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


AN ACCIDENT CAUSED BY BOARDING A 
CABLE CAR IN MOTION. 


The Questien of Liability Before a Jury To- 
Day in Judge Lubke’s Court— Hazardous 
Customs of Gripmen and Passengers— 
Judge Seddon’s Announcement for the 
June Term—Business Under the Dome 
Disturbed by Noise From the Granite 
Pavement—Legal News and Notes. 


The trial of the damage suit of Pauline Hill 
against the St. Louis, Cable & Western Rail- 
way Co. progressed to-day before a jury in 
Judge Lubke’s Court. This is the claim of the 
widow of Prentiss B. Hill, who died January 
3, 1888, from the effects of injuries received in 
an accident on the cable track onthe 27th of 
November last year. For Mrs. Hill it is 
alleged that the accident was caused by the 
negligence ofa gripman. Mr. Hill desired to 
board a cable car, the platform of whieh was 
wet and slippery. He was at the Twelfth 
street crossing at the time, and it is alleged 
that if due care had been observed by 
the gripman hecould have reached the car 
seat in safety, but there was a sudden jerk 
which threw him offthe step under the car 
and he was dragged some little distance be- 
fore the car was stopped. He was so serious- 
ly hurt about the head and various parts of 
the body that he died a few weeks later. 

For the company it was contended that Mr. 
Hill’s own negligence caused the accident; 
that under the provisions of a city ordinance 
the cars are only allowed to stop at the far 
crossings; that the car in question had not 
approached the far crossing where it 
was intended to stop, but that Mr. 
Hill made an attempt to board the 


car while it was still in motion and in doing 
so he fell under. On the other hand testimony 
was offered to show that it was not the custom 
of the Cable 1 ae to stop at 
the far crossings for @ passengers but 
simply to slow up. 
District Attorney Bashaw was placed 
on the stand to prove the — . — 
custom in that regard. He is a regular pat - 
ron of the line, residing on Lucas avenue, 
near Thirty-second street. His knowledge 
however was based on his own personal ex- 
perience and he was held not to bea com- 
petent witness as to the general usage.

SHOT HIS FATHER. 


CHAS. H. DURGIN’S ATTEMPT AT PARRIOIDE 
WITH A LITTLE REVOLVER. 


The Father's Life Saved by a Turn of Hise 
Head — Surrender of the Young Man 
at the Four Courts—He Tells His Story in 
a Cold-Blooded Way—Fault-Finding and 
Grumbling the Cause of His .Act—Sorry 
He Did Not Sueceed—The Father’s Story. 


A youth walked into the jailer’s office about 
8 o’cloek this morning and, approaching Mr. 
Callahan, handed him a little 22-calibre ‘‘De- 
fender’’ revolver with the remark that he had 
shot his father with it and wanted to give him- 
self up. After asking him a question or two 
the jailer took him back to the office of the 
Chief of Police and turned him over to 
Sergt. Reedy, the chief’s secretary. To 
him the boy stated that his name 
was Oharles Henry Durgin, that he was 17 
years of age and lived at 3165 Brantner place. 
He had shot his father, Samuel Durgin, aged 
42 years, about 6 o’clock this morning. His 
father, he sald, had not been treating him 
right, and was constantly quarreling and 
grumbling at him. Finally he could stand it 
no longer and he determined to kill his father. 
He had sneaked up behind him this morning 
and shot him. Sergt. Reedy brought the 
yoath down stairs and Capt. Joyce had 
him locked up in the holdover. 
A telephone message was sent to the Third 
District Sub-station by Sergt. Reedy and it 
was learned that the ball had entered his 
father’s head back of the right ear, glanced 
up between the skull and skin and had come 
out a couple of inches higher up. It had not 
penetrated the skull, and Dr. Wm. G. Moore 
of 8141 Easton avenue, who was summoned, 
pronounced it not dangerous. The father 
told the police he would not prose- 
oute the boy as he believed he must 
have been insane when he fired the shot. 

THE BOY’S STATEMENT. 

A reporter of the Post-DisPaTcH called on 
the boy in the Four Courts’ calaboose. Durgin 
is rather large for his age, being about 5 feet 
9 inches tall. He is of siender build, has a 
pale face, and was clad in dark clothes and a 
blue linen shirt. His clothing was new, but 
not expensive. When brought out of bis cell 
he was perfectly calm, and related his story 
without the slightest display of feeling. He 
said: ‘I shot my father because he did 
not treat us right. He is a machinist 
employed at Todd’s, Second and Oherry 
streets, and earns $16 a week. I work at the 
Hamilton-Brown shoe factory on Eighth 
strect and Washington avenue, and make $10 


a week, every cent of which I bave turned 
over to my father. There were four of us 
children, but lamthe only one that works. 
I have a sister older than myself but the girls 
do not work. My father’s always grumbling 
and growling about his debts, and we have no 
peace in the house with him. He keeps 
it up constantly and will never give 
us any money for clothes or anything, keep- 
ing every cent as he claims, to pay his debts. 
We don’t know what he does with the 
money. 

‘*Is he a drinking man?’’ 

No, he never drinks. 

„What debts does he owe?’’ 

‘‘That we don’t know anything about. 

‘*Is your mother living?’ 

„No, she is dead. 

Perhaps the funeral put him in debt.“ 

„He could not have spent more than $100 
on ber funeral, and has had since last Decem- 
ber to pay it. He could pay it easily in that 
time, because he keeps his money so close.“ 

Then you shot him because he would not 
give you money to purchase clothing?’’ 

„Well, more on account of my sister than 
myself. He wouldn’t get her any clothes and 
she needed them badly. He would not give 
any of us any money for clothes. He treated 
us all badly. I shot him on account of tho 
way he acted. Among outsiders he was pleas- 
ant enough, but at home he was always 
growling and com laining and never had a 

leasant word. e was a member of the 

ethodist Church, and attended regularly and 
was very nice while there.“ 

The boy laid particular stress on his father 
being a member ofthe Methodist Church, and 
the reporter inquired whether he meant to 
infer that his being a member of that church 
had anything to do with making him disagree- 
able and close.

The boy does not act insane, 
although he has no regard whatever for his 
parent, and — — to be destitute of feeling 
and is extremely surly.

A neighbor of the Durgins, a Mrs. Cook, 
was one of the first persons in the house after 
the report of the pistol shot had been heard. 
She remained in the house the rest of the day 
mainly engaged in warding off the inquiring. 
Addie and Mollie Durgin, the daughters 
of the injured man, would say nothing 
about the shooting, obedient to the 
instructions of Mrs. Cook, and under the 
same influence Durgin himself was prevented 
from making a statement. He remained in 
bed—where he was when seen by Dr. Moore— 
all day, put did not suffer much. He was at no 
time unconscious and will speedily recover. 

DURGIN AI 
to a neighbor who assisted in caring for him 
after the injury: ‘‘I had just finished my break- 
fast and was leaning over the sewing machine 
searching for some things I wanted when I 
heard a click behind me. It sounded like the 
snapping of a revolver. I turned my bead 
slightly to see what it was and saw my boy 
atanding behind me. He had a pistol pointed 
at my head. Then before I could move there 
was an explosion, and I was stunned. I

Two of the little ones 
have left me, and when Decoration Day comes 
lalways remember them this way. It does 
me so much good to do this on the day when 
the other graves are being touched. And then 
those two wore the little heroes of our house, 
They both died 80 bravely, and on 
this day as 1 lay the flowers 
on the little mounds I like to think how 
bravely they would have gone down to a bed 
of glory it they had lived long enough and 
their country bad called them as they called 
you. Don’t you think they would?’’ and she 
looked up into the grizzled face to find other 
tears than her own.

Lonpdon, May 30.—Mr. Winans has just given 
notice of his intention to quit the extensive 
deer forest at Kintall, in Rosshire, which he 
rents from Lord Lovat, who is the lessee of the 
late Sir Alexander Matheson’s trustees. The 
rent of this ground amounts to £1,600 a year. 

A ROYAL VISITOR. 

The King of Sweden is to arrive in London 
this week from Lisbon and will be present at 
the state ball at Buckingham Palace next 
Wednesday. The Prince and Princess of Wales 
are to give a dinner at Marlborough House in 
his honor. 

POLITICIANS IN A PREDICAMENT. 

Gen. Boulanger, M. Clemenceau, the repre- 
sentative of one of the great Powers at Paris 
and several other diplomats met the other 
day at the table ofa professional diplomatist. 
The latter has no political prejudice of any 
kind, is extremely amiable, is wealthy a 
has a handsome wife who enjoys filling 
salon with the lions of the season. Before 
Gen. Boulanger went on his trip to the Nord 
she invited him toone of her Thursday din- 
ners. He wrote, however, to say that he 
could not come,but promised“ une revanche’’ 
on the first Thursday be was able to 
dine out after his return from his stumping 
tour. This was forgotten and a dinner was 
given by the diplomatists in question in com- 
pliment of M. Clemenceau, the day fixed for it 
being Thursday. Much to the discomfiture of 
the hostess, Gen. Boulanger, mindful of his 
promise, made his appearance shortly before 
M. Clemenceau arrived. When the latter saw 
the General there he for a moment suspected 
that he was the victim of some intrigue and 
his face darkened, but he soon appreciated 
how matters stood. Gen. Boulanger and he 
sat on each side of the hostess, and, 
not to catch the eye of each other, they 
turned their backs to her while at the table 
chatting gayly with their neighbors on the 
other side. The Ambassador above referred 
to as one of the guests was unexpectedly pre- 
vented from coming in time for dinner, but 
dropped in toward the termination thereof, 
Gen. Boulanger was the first to leave. 

EMPEROR FREDERIOK. 

It is scarcely to be wondered at, but is 
none the less to be regretted, that the 
present interlude in the Charlottenburg 
tragedy should once more de giving rise 
to hopes for which there is unfortunately & 
shade of foundation. It may be true that 
Prof. Virchow has found ne cancerous ele: 
ments in the matters which he lately exam- 
ined. But this negative evidence proves 
nothing whatever in sucha case. The state- 
ment that the learned professor has now given 
a positively favorable opinion is simply in- 
credible except on the supposition that his 
brain has undergone some kind of sympa- 
thetic mummification during his re- 
cent exploits as an archeological 
resurrectionist in Egypt. Another statement 
which was made not long ago with some pre- 
tense of authority was that the disease from 
which the German Emperor was suffering is 
now believed to be consumption of the throat, 
which is absolutely idiotic. Certain other 
theories of amateur diagnostians which have 
been widely current in asotto voce kind of 
way and which need not be more particularly 
referred to are equally groundless. The truth 
is that there has been little or no doubt all 
along among the doctors as to the nature of 
the disease. But as by the Prussian constitu- 
tion no one suffering from a malady declared 
incurable can ascend the throne, it was neces- 
sary for them to dissemble. 

A LOGICAL ATTITUDE. 

The attitude of the Irish members of Pariia- 
ment toward the papal rescript is a perfectly 
logicalone. The Pope has delivered an ab- 
stract opinion on morals. 80 far he is within 
his right. ‘‘Man,’’ says the Pope, ‘‘ought to 
pay his debts.’’ So far every one will agree with 
His Holiness. But a debt means a just debt, 
and the Pope is not in a position to know 
whether the landlord exactions in Ireland are 
just debts. On this it is for the Irish to de- 
cide. The first debt of the Ixish 
tenant is to himself. His right to live by the 
fruit of the land that he cultivates is a natural 
one, inherent in the very idea of tenantcy. 
The right of the landlord only commences 
after the first condition has been fullfilied. 
Where the landlord endeavors to make his 
right antecedent to the tenant’s right, the lat- 
ter is justified in refusing to recognize this 
perversion of natural law and to join in any 
combination designed to give effect to this 
refusal. For instance, if the Italian Gov- 
ernment were to make a law taxing all the 
priestly incomes of Italy 80 per cent, it is clear 
that His Holiness would be justified in tell- 
ing the Italian priests to combine against such 
an exuction. With regard to boycotting, the 
Pope himself inoulcates it. In his opinion the 
Italian Government is to the Papal States 
what the landlords and the castle are to Ire- 
land. He therefore deciines to have anything 
to do with the Government, and calls on all 
to join him in boycotting it.

HOLY COMMUNION PARISH TORN UP ABOUT 
SEATS. 


Possibility of the Rector Resigning—A Ques- 
tion Agitating a Fashionable Church 
Changing to a System Generally in Vogue 
—The Effect on the Pastorate. 


The Episcopal Church of the Holy Com- 
munion, at Twenty-eighth and Washington 
avenue, is now having an interesting diecus- 
sion about pews. Just what the outcome will 
be nobody can tell, Itseems tobe in the air 
now for the local Episcopalians to 
bring reforms to a head. Possibly it 
may be contagious. The quieting effect 
of the settlement of the diocesan division 
question has had much to do with it. That 
question had been on the carpet to annoy and 
disturb for years. But the late convention 
took hold of it and put it 
out of the way. Holy Communion’s 
vestry has an idea that it ought to adopt some 
such sort of action regarding the question of 
revenue. The church is a fashionable 
organization in the aristocratic portion 
of the city and is one of the strongest repre- 
sentatives of Episcopalianism in the city. Re- 
cently the vestry thought it advisable to change 
the system of raising the church revenue. 
which is said to have been falling somewhat 
behind. Underthe old plan the envelope sys- 
tem wasin operation. This of late has not 
seemed satisfactory to the vestry and 
Monday night it held a meeting 
to consider the subject. It was proposed that 
a minimum price be put on each pew and that 
it be not occupied ae by the 
party paying the price. ormerly the 
parishioner has been allowed to take a pew 
and contribute what he pleased irrespective of 
the location of his seat. It was the almost 
unanimous opinion of the vestry last assemb- 
led that the change should de 
made, as the opinion was general that the re- 
form would add to the revenue and be more 
satisfactory all around. But some were 
afraid that such a radical change 
from customs in vogue near! two 
decades might not be acceptable to the par- 
ish entire, and as a result of this conservative 
2 it was voted to refer the mat- 
te o a parish meeting to be 
held Monday. June ll. The rector of the 
Church, Rev. P. G. Robert, is opposed to the 
proposed change and was present at the meet- 

ng Monday. He spoke vigorously and 
freely againstthe proposition to change, but 
in spite of his views the sentiment crystallized 
as already stated. 

EFFECT ON THE RECTOR 

Episcopalians will be large! interested in 
this discussion. the other prominent 
Episcopal churches in the city havea pew 
rental system, and although the proposed 
sane at Holy Communion is not precisely

He 
declared, however, that everything was serene 
and lovely and that there was not the 
slightest intention on the part of a member 
of the vestry to antagonize their worthy 
rector. It is simply a question of expe- 
diency, and though they appreciate the 
value of the rector’s advice they feel the re- 
sponsibility resting upon them as business 
men and as lay guardians of the church’s tem- 
— interests to administer its affairs as their 

usiness wisdom prompts. 

Mr. E. C. Simmons, one of the pillars of the 
parish, said: ‘‘This is simply a question of 
revenue, We propose to change from the old 
envelope system, that is all. There is no bit- 
torness, us the question is merely one of 
policy. 

Ho about the rector’s resigning?’’ 

‘‘Il know nothing about it and did not know 
it was thought of. I do not see why anybody 
should think that such a phase attaches to the 
simple discussion.’’

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THE RAILROADS. 


BIG -~SCHEME FOR A TRANSCONTINENTAL. 
FAST FREIGHT LINE. 


The Santa Fe Working on an Important 
Plan—The Roads in the Arrang nt aud 
the Officers Appointed—Time Schedule of 
the East-Bound Vestibule Segvice—Gen- 
eral News. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

NEw YORK, May 80.—The reports that the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad Co. had 
the wealth to buy up the Erie system in order 
to form a transcontinental line, and later that 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy was to form 
a pool with the Pennsylvania road and one of 
the Pacific lines to accomplish the same end 
were contradicted when they were afloat re- 
cently, and yet the conferences between the 
officials of the roads mentioned were evidence 
that something was up. It now appears that 
a step is contemplated which may ultimately 
bring two great systems or combinations into 
antagonism. 

THE SANTA FE PEOPLE 
began it, and when the Quincy officials found 
out whatwas going on they probably con- 
ferred with the friends of the Pennsylvania 
system to devise a scheme to head off the 
former. 

The first active measures were taken by the 
Santa Fe combination at a meeting held in this 
city on May 20 by the General Managers of the 
principal roads interested. The project is for 
an interstate dispatck extending from Boston 
and New York to San Francisco, by 
which freight is to receive the 
same careful attention as passen- 
gers, and is to be hurried over the 


continent in little more than half the time it 
takes at present. Only the principal roads 
that are to form the main line, such as the 
Fitchburg, the Delaware & Hudson Canal, 
the Erie, the Nickel Plate and the Santa Fe 
were represented at the rage of managers, 
but many of the managers of the minor roads 
had been consulted and evinced a willingness 
to enter the scheme. Altogether there are 
more than a score, and they are to act as 
feeders to the main line. 
THE MAIN LINE 
will be composed thus: From Boston west, 
the Fitchburg road connecting with the Erie 
at Binghampton; over the Erie to Buffalo and 
over the Nicke! Piate to the junction ofthe lat- 
ter at Streator with the new Chicago branch of 
the Santa Fe, some 100 miles southwest of Chi- 
cago via the latter route to Kansas Oity and 
by the old Santa Fe to California. The prin- 
cipal feeders East will be the Boston, Hoosac 
Tunnel & Western, Delaware & Hudson Canal, 
the Philadelphia & Reading, the Fall Brook 
Coal Co., the Wheeling & Lake 
Erle, the Lake Erie 4 Western, 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton, the Chicago 
& Alton, the Indiana, Dlinois & Iowa, the Ein- 
cinnati & Mackinaw, the Cincinnati, Wabash & 
Michigan, the Louisville, New Albany & Chi- 
cago. The total mileage will probably be 
about 30,000 miles and it will be the most ex- 
tensive system organized in this country. The 
scheme was so far advanced that at the meet- 
ing on the 20th General Freight Agent H. O. 
Diehl of the Indiana, Bloomington 
& Western was appointed General

SUCCESSFUL BETTEBRBS. 


Turfmen and Plungers“ Who Make a Sei- 
ence of Speculation, 


There are a good many men who own 
racing stables that do not make a habit of bet- 
ting on their horses,’’ said a turfman at the 
track yesterday, ‘‘and then there are others 


again, as the Dutch comedian says, who do. 
— on horses is quite a science in itself, 
and itis not every one who knows how to do 
it or who thoroughly understands the science. 
Luck is really the least important factor in 
betting, and when you heara man say that 
he’s got bad luck you can put him down 
as a man who does not know how 
to pet. In some cases, of course, a 
rank outsider will come inand win, beatin 
several good horses, cracks sometimes, an 
then the ‘lucky’ man, who bet on the short 
one, says it’s luck. But the scientific better 
knows differently. He knowsthat the short 
horse isa good one and has been watchin 
him right along, knows what he can do an 
therefore is not surprised. This man they 
call Pittsburg Phil, who has had such phe- 
nomena! good fortune in betting, is one ot the 
most scientific betters since the time of the 
celebrated ‘Plunger’ Walton. He bets like 
Walton did. He keeps a close record of the 
various horses through the whole circuit and 
he doesn’t waste his time in winter either. 

on a short horse,

either in practice orsome race prior to the 
present, of which not much notice was taken. 
Pittsburg Phil knows the record of every horse 
he bets on, and then taking previous time into 
consideration with present form he puts up 
his money. Whenever he can get good form 
with fast time he ‘plunges’ on the horse, 
regardless of what the bookmakers or anyone 
else think of the horse, and the consequence 
is that he wins. Heis successful because he 
is truly a ‘follower of the turf’ in every sense 
of the word. His money is not made on favor- 
ites, though he sometimes bets on them, but 
on the horses that long odds are given on. 

One of the most scientific bettors on the 

turf to-day,’’ continued the turTtite, ie Mil- 
ton Young of Kentucky. Young doesn’t both- 
er his bead about favorites any more than 
does Pittsburg Phil, but goes on form alone. 
The bookmakers don’t know half as much as 
they are credited with, and the reason they 
make money is because the public play right 
into theirhands. How long do you suppose 
that ring over there under that shed would 
last if every man who puts up his money were 
as careful and cautious as Pittsburg Phil 
or as Milt Young? „ the whole 
ring would be cleaned out in one day. Many 
turimen like the Dwyers, Ed Corrigan and 
others bet for the sole purpose of making 
money. They will bet on any horse (whether 
their own or not) that they think will win. 
The Dwvers, though, are heavy betters, and 
back their own horses mainly and make big 
losses or wins. Others, like Haggin, Barnes 
and Lucky Baldwin, bet just for the sport of 
the thing and always back their own stables. 
Baldwin, in particular, isa man that is more 
proud of his fine horses than anything he’s got 
and he bets on them merely out of pride. 
In this way he fools a great many people who 
follow him around and watch him. I saw him 
one day when he made a tour of the bookies 
and put up $500 on one of his colts. The news 
or uickly, and there was a big rush for 
the colt in the stands. That $500 of Baldwin’s 
made the colt the favorite for the race, and he 
ran third. He never had the least show for 
winning, but Baldwin, not knowing the form 
ofthe other starters, just put on a half thou- 
sand to make it interesting, and he swamped 
a lot of small fry who didn’t have sense 
enough intheir pates to filla thimble. Of 
course there are some men who bet blind and 
win, and they are lucky sometimes, but a 
blind better will be as sure to lose in the end 
as a stone falls to the earth when thrown up 
into the air.’’ 


Florence McAuliffe’s Big Win. 


Considerable surprise and comment was 
caused about the betting stand Monday 
when it was posted on the board that the 
French mutuels on the first race paid $100.70. 
This is an unusually large sum for the mutuels 
to pay, and the fortunate possessor of the 


ticket was probably the most surprised man 
on the track. 

The gentleman who made this very fortu- 
nate win was Mr. Florence McAuliffe, a well- 
oung druggist. Just as the betting 
was closing he chanced to pass by the mutual 
machine and noticed that no tickets had been 
sold on Hilda.

DELEGATE COSSMAN

upon manufacturers such burdens as were 
proposed inthe ordinance. He instanced the 
Helmbacher Forge Co.’s works as being with- 
out means to suppress the smoke, and he did 
not believe any device existed that would pre- 
vent the emission of large volumes of smoke 
from puddling furnace stacks. 

Delegate Mohan was also opposed to the 
bill, and 

DELEGATE HAYES 
said he did not think sucha bill should be 
passed until the city had carefully tested the 
devices in existence and demonstrated the 
practicability of preventing the smoke. 
THE AUTHOR OF THE BILL. 

Delegate E. F. Stone repeated the state- 
ments he had made in committee. He did not 
want to injure the manufacturers. The object 
ofthe bill was to benefit the people. The 
smoke could be abated. The fact had been 
demonstrated time and again. The members 
of the Police and Work-house Com- 
mittee had seen the smoke pre- 
vented at three factories in the city. 
However, as the opposition to the bill was so 
strong he would move to lay the bill over for 


one week, and by a practically unanimous 
vote his motion was carried. The bill then 
will be onthe calendar for consideration on 
next Tuesday, June 5, but as the Democratic 
Convention meets on that day, the House will 

robably not meet. The consideration wiil 
Be necessarily postponed, and it is now prob- 
able thatthe bill can make no further prog- 
ress until after the summer recess. 

That does not mean the bill is killed or that 
the agitation will cease. 


MR. STONE 
said this morning: ‘‘I have been willing that 
the ordinance should be amended and was 
lad to hear it discussed in order that its de- 
ects might be brought out. I am convinced 
that there is as much in proper firing of fur- 
naces as there is in devices, and if all furnaces 
were proves attended to the volume of 
smoke would be very much reduced, Being 
convinced of this, I shall propose an amend- 
ment to the bill myself imposing 
a penalty upon firemen who are 
responsible for the emission of dense smoke 
from furnace stacks. I do not know of any 
device or means for the prevention of smoke 
from puddling or suiphur furnaces. Uonse- 
quentiy I shall have to amend the ordinance 
exempting owners of such furnaces. And for 
a third amendment I shall so change 
the language of that clause of the 
bill which exempts private residences so 
that it willappear plainly that flats are not 
exempt. Thereare big fiat buildings in the 
city particularily about Grand avenue and 
Olive street from the stacks of which as much 
smoke is emitted as from the stacks of hotels. 
Such buildings are heated by steam or hot 
water and have large boilers uader which it is 
possible to _ smoke-preventing devices 
or by careful firing reduce the amount of 
smoke. 
EXPERIMENTS BY THE CITY. 

Jam thoroughly in earnest in this matter,“ 
continued the Delegate, yet I ain willing to 
make all reasonable concessions. I am will- 
ing that the practioability of smoke preven- 
tion shall be thoroughly tested, and to that 
end will agree that the bill shall lie where it is 
until after the summer recess. In the mean- 
time the city can try the devices at the city 
institutions. I shall in the meeting of the 
Ways and Means Committee this afternoon on 
the consideration of the annual appropri- 
ation bill which came to us ast 
night offer an amendment approprating a 
sufficient sum to pay for such experiments. 
Then the doubting Thomases can be satisfied 
that it is possible to — smoke and we 
shall hear no more of the cry that it can not 
de done. There are some fair concessions 
that should be met accordingly.
